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RAILWAY STRIKE 
SEEMS IMMINENT 


The Grand Trunk Employees Also 
Turn Down the Finding of the 
Conciliation Board. 


Montreal, June 4,—Announcement 
was made this morning by Sir Thos, 
Shaughnessy that the C.P.R, had ac- 
cepted the award of the conciliation 
board and official intimation has been 
sent to the Labor Department at Ot- 
tawa. 

This places on the men the initia- 
tive as regards the strike. Officials 
of the company state that as far as 
they are concerned no further action 
can be taken pending some = official 
communication from the union, Al- 
though the men declare they will not 
recede from their ultimatum § they 
have not taken any definite action and 
there is no Hkelihood of a strike be- 
ing declared today. The situation in 
regard to the Grand Trunk is un- 
change). 

G.T, Employees Reject, 

Montreal, June 23.—The general 
committee representing the employees 
have rejected the award of the srbi- 
tration and conciliatory board con- 
cerning the yard and train service on 
the eastern division of the Grand 
Trunk, just as the C.P.R. employees’ 
representatives have already done. 
The committee are preparing a long 
report. which will be forwarded to the 
Department of Labor, and the Grand 
Trunk report will set forth their ob- 
jections to the decision. 

It also makes answer to the argu- 
ments of Wallace Nesbitt, who repre- 
vented the railroads on the board, and 
who did not agree with the conclusions 
arrived at by the chairman and the 
men’s representative. Nesbit’s ob- 
jections were embodied by a minority 


report. 
The men's action in rejecting the 
suggestions of settlement offered by 


the board is in some circles regarded 
as peculiar in view of the fact that 
their representative and the chairman 
handed down the award, while the 
railway representative objected to it. 

It is stated, however, by the leaders 
of the men that both representatives 
differed in several particular points 
with the views of the chairman, who 
conceded several points to arrive at a 
decision. 

Both Perties Dissatisfied. 

As matters stand, both the men and 
the companies are dissatisfied with the 
award, which is the work of the La- 
bor Department, whose responsibilities 
ceased with the decision. The matter 
of wages and conditions of service 


must be arranged between the com- 
pany and the employees. Up to mid- 
night the C.P.R. had not answered 


the men’s rejection of the award and 
the ultimatum yesterday. 

That message demanded an answer 
before ten o'clock yesterday morning 
and declared it useless to hold further 
meetings unless the company was 
prepared to accept the principle of 
standardization of wages throughout 
the territory in question, so as to place 
the men on the same basis as other 
roads in the territories affected. 

It is further stated that failure to 
reply by ten o'clock would be taken 
as an indication of their refusing the 
concessions asked for and the com- 
mittee would act on that assumption. 
The committee, however, took no ac- 
tion, owing to the company not reply- 
ing, as it was understood that owing 
to delay at the Labor Department the 
company had not received a copy of 
the award at noon today. 

The message further stated that un- 
less the committee heard from the 
company, as outlined in the forgoing 
part of «che message before ten tomor- 
row, they would decide that the com- 
pany was unwilling to adopt the stan- 
dards contended for by the men, 
which they claim are generally recog- 
nized throughout the territory and 
would proceed to act on the assump- 
tion that the C.P.R. had taken the 
position of refusing them the conces- 
sions demanded. 

Men’s Chief Objection. 

The chief objections of the com- 
mittee to the award of the board of 
arbitration are set forth in the tele- 
xram to the Department of Labor, the 
text of which is as follows: 
“Honorable W. L. Mackenzie 

Minister of Labor. 

“The general committee represent- 
ing the men employed in the train 
and yard service on the C.P.R. unani- 
mously request us to advise you that 
they have received and thoroughly 
considered the award handed out by 
the board of arbitration in the recent 
investigation. While thanking the 
board for its earnest efforts, honest 
consideration and intent in preparing 
the award referred to, the committee 
is compelled to advise you that it is 
unsatisfactory, being impracticable of 
adoption, and that it cannot be ac- 
cepted. Yor reasons best known ta 
the gentlemen composing the board, 
standards and comparative differen- 
tials existing in the territory and in 
the C.P.R. have been entirely ignored, 
or, worse still, reversed, the y mak- 
ing the award as handed down’ im- 
possible of acceptance. We are this 
date writing Mr. MeNicholl, quoting 
this telegram, and asking if his com 
pany are still indisposed to recognize 
the past and recently revised standard 
in the territory (Signed) James

the revision, which was not adopted 
by the C.P.R. of the G.T.R., the em- 
ployees of American lines obtained 


more favorable conditions than those 
under which the men whose represen- 
tatives have just refused the award of 
the arbitration board worked, 

The committee expects some com 
munications from the C.P.R. shortly 
in answer to their decision, forwarded 
to the officials of the company, that 
they still demand the recognition by 
the railway of the standards which 
they claim are already well establish- 
ed in the territory in question. 


Affects Several Thousand, 

The dispute directly affects some 
five or six thousand employees of the 
C.P.R. engaged as brakemen, con- 
ductors and in other branches of the 
train and yard service, the territory 
throughout which the men want their 


wages and conditions of service al- 
tered being the district east of Chi- 
cago, throughout which they claim 


other rasdways, including all the Am- 
eriean roads, have adopted a standard 
far more advantageous to themselves 
than those in force on the C.P.R, 
and G.T.R, lines. 


BIG HORSE RANCH IN

RK. W. Matheson, one of the

Four Dakuta ranchers at present 
in Edmonton wilii leave the city at the 
end of the week for the Peace River 
country, where they intend to start a 
big horse ranch, Rk. W. Matheson, 
of Pierre, South Dakota, who several 
years ago was one of the largest cattle 
owners in the Dakotas, is the leader 
of the party. Mr. Matheson had a 
herd of seven thousand cattle on his 
ranch six or seven years ago. 

“The settlers have been = gradually 
crowding us out, and I have been sell- 
ing the stock off during the last 
couple of years,” said Mr. Matheson 
to the Bulletin this morning. Mr. 
Matheson had heard from reliable 
sources of the great possibilities of the 
Peace River country for ranching and 
made up his mind to leave Dakota for 


the Far North. He is accompanied 
by his son, Kenneth Matheson, and 
George Osendorf and M, Post. Mr. 
Matheson, senr., will accompany the 


party as far as the proposed location 
of the ranch in the prairie plateau to 


the northwest of Grande Prairie, re- 
turning in the fall of the year. The 
other members of the party will re- 
main in the north throughout the 
winter. 

Barly next spring Mr. Matheson will 
take up a bunch of thirty or forty 
high-class mares to the Peace’ River 
range as a,nucleus of the ranch. Mr. 


Matheson calculates that by the time 
a railroad reaches Grande Prairie he 
will be ready to place his stock on the 
market. 

HURLED TO INSTANT DEATH, 
Electric Car Crashes Into Auto With 
Fatal Result. 

Los Angeles, June 23.—With a 
crash that splintered the lighter ve- 
hicie and hurled wreckage and vie- 
time a hundred feet, a Santa Ana sub 
urban car, of the Pacific Electric 
Tracks, collided with an auto at Flor- 
encita Park last night and Samuel 
Elmore, a wealthy Oregon salmon 
packer and land owner of Astoria, 
Ore., waS killed. Mrs. M. E. Garret- 
son, of Astoria, was with Elmore in 
the motor car, and also met instant 
death, Nearly every bone in tim 
bodies of the two victims were brok- 
en. 

Elmore came to Southern Califor- 
nia six months ago with his wife and 
daughter and took apartments at a 
hotel. Mrs. Elmore’ was _ stricken 
with a serious illness several weeks 
ago and was not informed of the tra- 


gedy last night. It was said that she 
Was too weak to bear the bad news 
The accident occurred at a crossing 
which leads a wagon road over the 
four-track system, connecting the 
beach and surrounding towns with 
Los Angeles According to several 
persons who saw the crash, Elmore 


was driving behind two heavily load- 
ed wagons and was trying to 
them as the suburban car, coming at 
express train speed, neered the cross- 
ing. The wagons stopped at the track 
grade, but Elmore never slackened 
speed, evidently not realizing the dan-

The heavy suburban car, crowded 
with passengers, hit the light motor 
car just behind the driver's seat. The 
passengers on the front end saw the 
woman throw her arms about El-

GERMANY IS WILD 
WITH EXCITEMENT 


Aerial Liner With Twenty Pass- 
engers Makes 280 Mile Flight 
in Ten Hours. 


Dusseldorf, Germany, June 24-—The 
lirst successful voyage of an aertal 
liner in the history of the world was 
completed here when the giant dirig- 
ible Deutschland, steered by Count 
Zeppelin, the inventer, landed after a 
flight of 280 miles from Friedricksha- 
fen, made in ten hours. 

The stop here was the first halt in 
a contemplated trip of over seven hun- 
dred miles which the Deutschland will 
make with twenty passengers on 
board, There wer no mishaps of any 
kind during the trip, the giant air 
craft answering the rudder with ex- 
actness at every point The winds 
were partic ularly favorable to the 
flight and the airship sailed along as 
evenly as if it were on the bosom cf 
a smooth lake. 

Several new devices whith have 
been reeently perfected by Count Zep- 
pelin, were tried for the Irst ttme, 
and they are all said to have worked 
with perfect precision, 

The news of the flight has set Ger- 
many wild, and Count Zeppelin is the 
hero of the hour, The kaiser has wir- 
ed his congratulations to the intrepid 
aeronaut, 

The epoch-making aerial execur- 
sions are being carried out on a luxu- 
rious scale, The cabin of the Deut- 
schland is of mahogany, built after 
the style of a sleeping car, It is 
carpeted, and inlaid with motehr of 
pearl, Large windows provide an 
outlook on both sides, It is situated 
between the gondolas, A restaurant 


supplies cold meats, coffee, tea and 
wine.

Mr, Hays was more .communicative 
when asked concerning the uxpected 
progress of Grand .Trunk Pacific con- 
struction in British Columbia this 
year. 


“Westward we expect to reach Tete 
Jaune Cache this year,” he seid, “and 
eastward we shall be disappointed if 
we do not get as far as Aldermere. 
Of course the progress of construction 
depends in a great measure upon th? 
amount of labor available. Our con- 
tractors are good men but everywhere 
there seems to be a shortage of labor, 
Where do all the men go to? 

The main object of my present trip 
through the West is to inform myself 
respecting conditions generally. I am 
happy to say the crop outlook in the 
prairie provinces in most satisfactory. 
I wish to see our new steamer, the 
Prince Rupert, which has just enter- 
ed into commission on this coast. Our 
other steamer for the coasting service 
the Prince George, is now en route to 
Vancouver and it is expected to ar- 
rive here about July 10. 

No Hotel In Vancouver. 

“No, am ¥ expected to build a hotel 
in Vancouver?” queried Mr. Hays as 
with a hearty laugh he denied the re- 
port sent out from Winnipeg that the 
Grand Trunk Pacific had decided to 
erect a large hotel in Vancouver. 

Mr. Flays stated that there had been 
no recent developments in the matter 
of the construction of a branch of the 
Grand Trunk Pacific from’ the main 
line to Vancouver. He declared the 
main line would be completed before 
this branch wag built. 

Mr. Hays acknowledged an interest 
in the negotiations between the city 
and the Great Northern Railway re- 
garding False Creek in view of the 
possibility of the Grand Trunk Pacific 
desiring, at some future time, to enter 
into negotlations with the city of Van- 
couver for the acquisition of rights in 

"the tentre of False Creek. He also 
enquired about the protection to be 
afforded other railways which might 
seek access to the city’s central por- 
tion of the creek bed. 

The duration of his visit on the Pa- 
cific coast could not be specified by 
Mr. Hays. He stated that it is his in- 
tention to visit Victoria, and, if he can 
find the time, he would like to take a 
trip to Prince Rupert. 


RAILWAY, OFFICIAL DISAPPEARS 
Agent of Great Northern at New 
Westminster Strangely Missing. 


New Westminster, June 23.—F. C. 
Meyers, Great Northern agent here, 
disappeared Saturday night under pe- 
culiar circumstances, and there is as 
yet no clew to his whereabouts. His 
books, as far as is yet known, are 
in goog shape. 

Last night Assistant Agent W. G. 
Butcher opened the letter box at the 
office and found two letters and a 
telegram. One letter was addressed 
to Mrs. Meyers, and one to Butcher, 
while the telegram was addressed to 
the Great Northern superintendent at 
Seattle. 

In the letter to his wife Meyers 
suid that he had then in his posses- 
sion that which would put him out of 
his misery. In the letter to Butcher 
he said that he could not stand it 
any longer here and was desperate. 
Detailed instructions were given re- 
garding the work in the office, the re- 
turns to make, and where the keys 
were to be found, Butcher was re- 
quested to forward the _ telegram, 
which was a notification that Meyer 
was leaving, to Seattle, 

The letter to Butcher and the tele- 
gram bore a Sunday date, while the 
letter to Mrs. Meyers was dated Sat- 
urday. 

Meyers was last seen on Saturday 
night on the outskirte of the city. 
He had $250 of his own money in his 
possession when he left the office Sat- 
urday. The police do not believe it 
a case of suicide, but are inelined to 
the belief that .Jeyers was tempor- 
arily deranged through overwork. 

Meyers came to this city in 1907, 
He was well liked by everybody, was 
an extremely obliging official and a 
very hard worker. Besides his wife 
he leaves a son twelve years old., 
Mrs. Meyers recently returned from a 
trip south,

ON qui VIVE FOR LAND. 


Stenation in Western Canada” This 
Year Shows Activity, — 

Winnipeg, June  23.—tInterviewed 
here on the land situation in West- 
ern Canada, a prominent real estate 
man of Regina and Saskatoon Had 
some remarkable statements to make. 

“This is without doubt,” he said, 
“the greatest land year the West has 
éver known. Already this year the 
Canadian Northern Railway has sold 
close to five hundred thousand acres 
of land; think of what a tract this 
is, and this is only one cumpany. 
The C.N.R. has realized an avertige 
price of $11 an acre on this iand, 
and it was almost all sold en bloc: 
This is the highest price ever ob- 
tained for land in large tracts. Per- 
sonally, I have purchased in the 
neighborhood of 135,000 acres since 
the spring of 1909, when I started 
with « block of 20,000. 

“Another feature is that we ecan- 
not supply the demand for lafge 
blocks of land; T venture to say that 
we could dispose of 100,000 acres if we 
had it, he day of land sales im 
great blocks is passing.” . : 

“What is the average selling price?” 

“About $13 ah acre; this is an ad- 
vance of $4 an acre. over the quota- 
tion last year. The bulk O€ the sales 
seem to. be in the great area south- 
west of Saskatoon, and in«my opinion 
there are more people going there 
than in all the other parts put to- 
gether. I could name fifteen big Am- 
ericans who are opening up great 
farms this year, and breaking them 
with steam plow. 

“One of the most interesting phases 
of the land situation is that specu- 
lators who have controlled land for 
the last five years, think it a better 
proposition to cultivate than to sell 
This is one of the thing that is help- 
ing to increase the cultivated area 
this year. The whole West is land 
crazy. Ata school land sale in Fran- 
cis, Sask., the other day, there were 
over 300 farmers and investors pre- 
sent, and bidding was keen® t othe 
last parcel, Some of this sold as high 
as $45 an acre, and this was situated 
eight miles from’ the present market. 
I purchased 2,160 acres at this sale 
and I intend to cultivate it on shares. 
When you get one-third of the crop 
revenue at the elevator it is almost 
as good as selling real estate, and in 
addition it improves the value of the 
land.” 


TAPT PARDONS MURDERER. 
Alaskan Indian Dying of Tuberculosis 
Is Liberated, 

Tacoma, Wash., June 23.—Slowly 
dying of consumption, “Jack” Klade, 
an Alaskan Indian, serving a 22-year 
term at MeNeill's Island federal prison 
for complicity in the murder of a 
newly-married couple at Skagway in 
1899, has been pardoned by Presi- 
dent Taft, and presented with a re- 
turn ticket to Alaska. He 
for his old home at once. 

Klane for the past eleven years has 
been “trusty” boatman on MeNeill’s 
Island. 

He was a party to one of the most 
sensational murders in Alaskan his- 
tory. In the spring of 1899 a young 
couple were married at Skagway and 
for their honeymoon went on a camp- 
ing trip on the Skagway river. & 
few weeks later their bodies were 
found by chance passers. 

In March, 1900, Jim Hanson, one 
of the biggest Indian chiefs in the 
north, was converted by the Salvation 
Army at Haines. He immediately con- 
fessed that he was tlie leader of the 
three men that committed the mur- 
der. 

Hanson died of tuberculosis in the 
penitentiary a year after his com- 
mittment. Kish Too, the second In- 
dian, died of the same disease in 1905.

SITUATION IS SERIOUS. 


Whether There Will Be a Strike on 
C.P.R. Remains With Company. 
Ottawa, June 23.—The wabor De- 

partment this morning received § a 
telegram from the general committee 
of the train ana yard men of the 
Canadian Pacific Railway to the ef- 
fect that they did not consider the re- 
port of the Board of Conciliation un- 
der the Industrial Disputes Investiga- 
tion Act as satisfactory, and that they 
had served notice upon the company 
to that effect. This is the only offi- 
cial information so far received at 
the department, with the exception 
of the report 6f the board. The situa- 
tion is undoubtedly a serious one, but 
the department takes the ground that 
it has exhausted dll legal means in 
its power and that-the solution of the 
difficulty must come by force of pub- 
lic opinion. 

The Federal legislation in no sense 
is compulsory. It is merely investi- 
gatory and once investigated, its duty 
is ended. Companies and other em- 
ployers must 6ettle the matter for 
themselves. There is yet a hope that 
Hon. Mackenzie King, who is in Ber- 
lin, Ont., and who has been kept fully 
posted as to developments, may be 
able to act as a mediator, but it all 
depends upon the answer which the 
C.P.R. officials give to the 
tee. 


MAN SELLS HIRED HORSE, 
Drove Hired Horse £37 Miles in One 
Day and Sold It. 

Calgary, June 23,.—A man went in- 
to Scott's livery stable on Saturday 
morning last and asked for a horse, 
and was furnished with one. On go- 
ing out he said his name was Ferd 
and that he would be away for a’ 
couple of hours. He was seen later 
on in the afternoon at the military 
camp with a couple of redcoats. Later 
on in the day he was seen at Nose 
Creek driving the horse at 4 ter- 
rible rate, the horse showing signs 
of hard driving. On Sunday he drove 
from Calgary to Penoka, a distance 
of 137 miles.

Following the first refusal to let 
them enter, the Hindus made charges 
against Government Interpreter Jelly 
of Vancouver, alleging that he solicit- 
ed a bribe of $16 each from them to 
give answers which would let them 
in. Raum Lal, spokesman for the 
Hindus, reiterated the charges on the 
stand Saturday, but his assertions did 
not gain him admittance to the Unit- 
ed States. According to the inspec- 
tors the Hindus gave practically the 
same answers they had at the previ- 
ous examination, 


$2,000,000 CARGO DESTROYED. 
Heroic Efforts on Part of Saltlors to 
Save Freighter. 


San Deigo, June 23.—Six men, long- 
shoremen and members of the crew of 
the freighter Alaskan, at the Santa 
Fe wharf, were near death from as- 
phyxiation yesterday in an attempt to 
descend into hold of the big liner 
where hidden flames have been eating 
into tons of valuable merchandise for 
three days. 

After heroic efforts on the part of 
the sailors and city firemen, the six 
unconscious men who had been over- 
come by poisonous gases were brought 


up through the hatchway. On the 
deck five were revived, but one was 
in a very serious condition He was 


taken to the Hearn Sanitarium, where 
his condition was said to be critical 

When the hatches were opened to- 
day thick smoke began pouring from 
the hatchways, although no fire could 
be seen. 

The hatches were at once battened 
down again and an effort was made to 
flood the hold with chemicals through 
holes drilled in the sides of the ship. 

Yesterday fifteen tons of merchan- 


dise was removed from the upper 
holds Seventy-five tons have been 
removed in ail, but in the one hold 
where the fire is burning there are 
2500 tons of cargo. 

The cargo is worth $2,000,000. The 


ship is valued at $700,000. Much of 
the merchandise is for San Francisco, 
Seattle and Honolulu.

He took contracts for large tennage 
from the Washington, Freddie Lee, and 
other mines, and built a wagon road 
to them from Kaslo, which was soon 
superseded by the narrow-guage Kaslo- 
Slocan railroad, 

'n 1903, and during the subsequent 
tourteen years development Mr 
Hughes devoted his attention to min- 
ing development in the Slocan coun. 
try, being owner and manager at vari 
ous times of the Alamo, Idaho, Sunset 
and Lucky Jim mines, These interests 
ho had mostly disposed of before he war 
stricken with paralysis, some throe 
years ago, but his Lucky Jim holdings 
were only parted with when his health 
no longer permitted his giving any at- 
tention to business. 


Mr, Hughes acquired a comfortable 
fortune during his years of labor in 
the Northwest, and at the time of his 


death is believed to have been worth be 


tween $1,000,000 and $2,500,000. He was

CROPS BETTER THAN IN 1909, 


Interesting Crop Report by Saskatch- 
ewan Department of Agriculture, 


Regina, Sesk., June 22.—The Sas- 
katchewan department of agriculture 
through its crop reporting service has 
completed its estimate of the acreage 
sown in barley and flax, in the pro- 
Vince this year. These figures were 
not included in the earlier reports of 
the estimated wheat and oat acreage. 
It was supposed that while tne barley 
figures would not show a very large 
increase yet there would be a slight 
one, but the estimate shows it is a 
little less in 1910, while as expected 
flax shows a very material increase. 

The estimated acreage sown to bar- 
ley shows a decrease of 6,900 or 2.8 
per cent. This compares with an In- 
crease last year of 14,000 acres or 6.1 
per cent 

The estimated increase in acreage 
sown to flax is 74,090 acres or 274,090 
acres or 23.2 per cen In 1909 there 
was an increase of 64,000 acres or 
20.4 per cent. The large increase in 
the acreage sown to flax this year 
is principally owing to the high price 
it commanded in 1909. The average 
dates of the completion of seeding of 
the grain crops this ar compared 
with last year are as foilows: 

1910—Wheat, May 2 
barley, May 27; flax, 

1909—-Wheat. May 14; oats, 
30; barley, June 3; flax, June 7.

Calgary, June 23.—Is the Canadian 
Northern station to be situated some- 
where between Thirteenth and Seven- 
teenth avenues, between First street 
east and First street west? From in- 
formation gleaned from a number of 
sources, such appears to be the case. 
Those who should know, and who own 


property along the route of probable 
entrance, maintain a discreet but om- 
inous silence. They will neither say 
yes or no,+and will commit them- 
selves in no way. It however remains 
that there is scarcely a parcel of pro- 
perty in the section bounded by Thir- 
teenth and Seventeenth avenues, and 
First street east and First street west, 
but is under option, or has changed 
hands at very high prices during the 
past week. It is also stated by a 
number of real estate men that near- 
ly all the options on the above pro- 
perties are six day options, which in 
itself is suggestive. 

It is also rather ominous that where 
options could not be secured by the 
parties who have been doing the buy- 
ing, and who, it is alleged, are acting 
for the Vanadian Northern Railway, 
they have immediately turned round, 
made cash offers, many of which have 
been taken, and all of which have 
been so large that they could hardly 
have been prices paid purely on a 
speculative basis. Of course some of 
the other realty dealers have been 
operating in that district, but from 
their methods it would appear that 
they have been acting purely on the 
strength of recent activity. 

IRtumor has it that the Canadian 
Northern will enter along Centre 
strect from the south, after crossing 
the Canadian Pacific railway line in 
the vicinity of the old Indian indus- 
trial school, passing due west cutting 
through the rise of land just west of 
where the militia camp is at present 
situated, crossing the south branch of 
the C.P.R. at a point due weet and 
thence crossing the Burn's property 
on the flats, and passing through the 
next rise of land on the south of the 
Elbow, just east of the mission cem»- 
tery, thence crossing the Elbow about 
where the structure known as St. 
Mary’s hall stands, east of the “0 
Mary's Catholic church. 

Would Be Feasible. 

Those who have been out over the 
route outlined above, state that they 
believe it would be most feasible, as 
the cutting necessitated at each of 
the hills through which the line would 
have to pass would be but trifling. 

It is also rumored that the visit of 
General Manager McLeod, of the 
Canadian Northern, to the city a few 
days ago was made for the express 
purpose of settling the location of the 
terminal and route of entrance, (if 
course, all such matters are subject 
to ratification by the board of railway 
commissioners tor Canada... Seldom 
do the commissioners, are all 
powerful in such matters, condemn a 
location that is agreeable to the rail- 
way company affected and the corpor- 
ation, provided it w feasible. 

Centre street, as it now stands is 
blind at both ends, and apart trom 
the buildings and houses located 
thereon, is but of little importance as 
a thoroughfare. 

There was a rumor to the effect 
that First street east would be used 
as the location for the line of en- 
trance. It, however, does not seem 
reasonable to suppose that the rail- 
way commissioners would permit any 
eailway company to Close First street 
east, after having compelled the Cana- 
dian Pacific Railway Company and the 
city to erect a subway at the crossing of 
that «treet. 

The same argument pertains to First 
street west, and in fact to all the streets 
with the excep..on of Centre street 
south of the Canadian Pacific Railway 
line, which is practically the least use 
of them all, 

‘wo small lots on Thirteenth Ave. 
between First street weet and Centre 
street with a small cottage located there- 
on, sold yesterday for $10,000, Seven 
lots at the corner of Centre street and 
Thirteenth avenue were sold for $35,000. 
‘These are two cates where cash was paid 
for property in this section, e 

lots which have been held for years 
at extremely low prices which did not 
command a sale, even at distinctly low 
figures, have been bought and sold 
over and over again during the last 
month, One owner of property in this 
section bought two lots many years ago 
tor $320. He sold for.$4,700, and within 
4 few hours of the time when this sale 
was made, the lots changed hands again 
at an increase of $5,000. The same man 
who originally owned this property had 
other property adjacent to it, listed at 
$5,000 for some six months. A few days 
ago, the demand for it was so great that 
he raised the price to $10,000, Still the 
lols were eagerly sought after, and this 
week he has put a price of not less than 
$15,000 on the holdings . 

Thos, Underwood, owner of the Un- 
derwood block north of Thirteenth 
avenue, parted with it for $100,000. The 
plot of land which lies directly in front

“The American Investors’ Trust,” 
which had offices in Pittsburg. In

Stock was sold 
on the promise that refrigeration 
would be furnished at so small a cost 
that the profits of the corporation 
would be over 100 per cent. 

Sold Stock Only, 

Two other “Arabian Night” enter- 
prises in which Burlingame became 
most active before he left Boston were 
the “Heel Cushion company” and ‘The 
Right Remedy Company.” After much 
sensational advertising, these corpor- 
ations were taken in charge by the 
sheriff. Rurlingame went into insolv- 
ency in October, 1897, During the 
last five years Burlingame has been 
building financial cloud castles in New 
York with such little show of his own 
hand that he has almost entirely es- 
caped = attenion. He has’ worked 
through other men. 

So successful was Mr. Burlingame's 
sales in disposing of the stocks of the 
wireless telephone companies that he 
obiained control of a multitude of in- 
ventions of a spectacular type, and 
then organized a string of million 
dollar companies to finance tuem. As 
in the case of the Sun Electric Gen- 
erator Co., nothing was sold to the 
public but stock. 


SCANDAL AT PETEWAWA. 
Meat Served Corps Reported to be Un- 
der Weight. 

Petewawa Camp, June 23—There 
Was quite a sensation in camp yes- 
terday over the discrepancy in scales. 
The quartermaster-sergeant of one 
of the artillery brigades was accus- 
tomed to have the rations which he 
received from the Army Service corps 
re-weighed in his presence to see that 
he was getting full weight, und the 
meat was welghed on a large hook 
scale and always showed that the bri- 
gade was getting all the meat it was 
entitled to. However, yesterday morn- 
ing one of the older heads of the corps 
was uround and one of the smaller 
ones undertook to weigh for the quar- 
termaster-sergeant on issue of meat 
market 110 pounds. As he could not 
lift it up to the hook, he weighed it 
on a small set of scales and it only 
showed 92 pounds. There was 18 
pounds less than the corps was sup- 
posed to receive. At once a non-com- 
missioned officer of the Ottawa Army 
Service corps was called. He said: 
“Why those are not the right scales 
to weigh the meat on.” It was picked 
up, and put on the hook scale. 

The quartermaster-sergeant was sur- 
prised to find that on the hook the 
meat weighed 110 pounds, the amount 
it was labelled. It was then to be de- 
cided which scales were right. The 
quartermaster-sergeant weighed him- 
self on the little scales and thus sat- 
istied himself that they and not the 
hook seales were correct, and that this 
being so it had evidently been done 
out of 18 pounds out of every 100 
pounds of meat issued. 

The Army Service corps sergeant- 
major at once gave in and gave an 18- 
pound roast to make up the deficiency. 
However, the matter was reported to 
the senior officer and it is causing a 
great deal of wondering as to whether 
this short issuing has been going on 
all through the camp or not in con- 
nection with all the corps, much to 
the advantage of some person or per- 
sons. This morning a further ac- 
knowledgment that the big scales were 
wrong much of the meat of this par- 
ticular brigade was weighed on the 
small scales,

Winhipeg, Tune 22.—The whenrt 
area in the three western Proviness 
this season is 8,376,345 acres, wa 


compared with 7,153,750 last year, an 
increase of 1,222,595. Not only is 
this the (wrgest| noreage for thay 
grain in the history of the praitie 
country, but the increase in One year 
is also the greatest. The percentage 
of gain is only 17, and a larger pro 
portionate advance has been noted in 
several seasone in the past. But an 


increase of over 1,200,000 ores 
marks a new era, and reflecta the 
growth and development of the coun- 
try. The west is now showing in 
its statistice of wheat acreage *he 
effects of the remarkable influx of 
farmers that has taken place during 
the past two or three years The 
agricultural immigrants have been 


able to bring their land up to the 
etate of cultivation where they can 
look forward to rewsonebly profit 
from the production of grain A 
total wheat area of 8,376,000 acres 1? 
one of the results. 

Manitoba Makes a Good Showing 

The Manitoba Government has is 
eued ite epring estimate of the areas 
devoted to the various grains, aud 
the returne contained in that report 
are highly gratifying The acreaye 
under wheat is placed at 3,118,092. 
as compared with 2,642,111 last year 
an increase of 475,981. That under 
oats is placed at 1,564,609, me 
compared with 1,873,683 last year, an 
incieasé of 190008 Barley 
657,520 acrixy, Ys compared 
691,008 last year, an increase of 56 
612, and flax 41,002 acres, as com- 
pared with 20,635, an increase of 20. 
867. ‘The total area devoted to the 
four grains is 5,381,283 acres, 
compated with 4,697,497 bast. ear, 
an increase of 743,786 With one 
exception the area under wheat this 
season is the largest in the history of 
the Province. In 1906 it was 3,142.- 
000 The oats acreage is easily 
the gupates® The previous rm cord 
was held by the season of 1909, and 
it has been left behind by this years 
total. In this connection it may te 
noted that the total acreage of tne 
four grains in Manitoba in 1900 was

Rapid Increases in Grain Areas 

The rapid increase in the western 
wheat area during the past few years 
seems to reflect accurately the expan- 
sion of settlement and the general de- 
velopment of the agricultural indus- 
try. In 1905 the total acreage in 
that grain was 3,881,000; in 1906 it 
was 6,050,000; in 1907, 5,046,000; In 
1908, 6,873,000; and in 1909, 7,153,759 
The increase in five years is 4,495,245 
acres, or about 116 per cent. The 
gain during the past three years has 
been 66 per cent. The extension 9 


the oats area has been. even more 
rapid. The total ‘acrpage) yo thad} 
vrain in the three yvinees this 


year is 4,430,129, as compared with 
1,723,737 in 18%, an increase of 2,- 
706,302, or 157 per cent. The gain 
during the past three years has been 
about 90° per cent. 

An All-round Advance. 

Figures showing the acreage of bar- 
ley and flax°in Saskatehewan have 
not yet been issued by the Govern- 
ment of that Province, but it is 
known that the latter shows a big 
increase as compared with last year, 
It is likely that the total area devoted 
to the four grains in the three Prov- 
inces this year will be about 14,500,000 
acres, as compared with about 12,- 
500,000 last year. Each of the four 
shows cn inerease, and the largest 
prepertionate gain i#:soored by flax. 
amounting to about 75 per cent, And 
the amount of land which is in crop 
is so small in relation to the area 
availalie that it ia scarcely possible 
to,oaleulate what the volume of pro- 
duction may be when the country 
is Wet! settled. 

Farmers Had Good Start.

CAST OF PALL ee 
TAVERNS IS DOOMED 


A Huostelry Four Hundred Years Ol) 
Is To Pass Into History—A His 
toric Link With The London of 
The Long Gone Past. 


Iondon, June 22.—A_ historic link 
with th: London of the past is about 
to vitish in “Ye Olde Bell Taverne,” 
which faces Pall Mall and 8t. James 
squure. The lease has lapsed and fat' 
en to the Crown, and it will very oo) 
be demolished 

“Ye Olde Bell Taverne” is proba ny 
the »nost ancient and famous hostelry 
in London around which cluster many 
historic associations. It was built in 
the early Tudor period, about for 
hundred years ago, and stands be- 
tween the Carlton and Reform cluos 
The cellars of the house extend s0 n° 
distance under Whe ‘“‘squaref’ and 
formerly, in the days of the ‘‘Merrie 
Monarch” and Nell Gwynne, who 
accustomed to entertain her friends 
at the inn, there existed an exit from 
the back parlor into it, and even in 
the reign of Queen Anne, when the 
hostelry was frequented by noblemen 
and all the wits of the town. 

Take in the Square. 

Originally there existed a lake er 
reservoir in the centre of St. James 
square, which Macauley described in 
1685 as “being a receptacle for all the 
offal and cinders, all the dead cats 
and dogs of Westminster.’”” This waz 
in front of the windows of the gilded 


salons of the first magnates of Uc 
realm, Ormonde, Kent, and Pem- 
broke 


The square was improved and en- 
closed in the reign of George I., and 
around this enclosure and “Ye Olde 
Bell” Dr. Johpson and his friend 
Savage, when friendless and penniless 
walked a summer’s night. Into ‘he 
water of the lake the mob in tie 
Gordon riots threw the keys of Ne w#- 
gate. which they had broken up and 
burned. 

Some years ago another celebrateJ 
hostelry, the “Star and Garter,”’ war 
closed. The inn was frequented by 
Sir Joshua Réynolds and his distin 
guished contemporaries, and in one 
of the empty rooms nupsairs wa's 
fought the duel between William, fifth 
Lom Byron and Mr. Chaworth, who 
was killed. And when “Ye Olde Belt 
Taverne,” which looks rather incon- 
gruous amid the waning glories of St. 
James’ square and the stately palaces 
of Pall |Mall, is numbered with the 
things that are not there will not be 
@ single inn in the famous thorough 
fare. 

Crosby Hall's Rebirth. 

It may ‘be that another site may bo 
found wpon which to reéeraet whe 
famous old inn. Such things have 
been done before. Indeed, they have 
now just finished putting together at 
Chelsea the stones and timbers of the 
old Crosby Hall, which were carted 
away from the city three years ago. 
It has been rebuilt on the land where 
(More had his garden and where King 
Henry used to walk, chatting, wita 
his arm about More’s neck. The deli. 
cate gray stone looks rather new for 
Crosby Hall as one knew it in the 
city, but it gains in one way, in that

Commission Submits Report—C. PR. 
Wili Be Party To Abbatoir in St. 
Boratege Will Be Controlled B 

joard Representing Governmen 
and Railway Companies. 


Winnipeg, June 23.—The Abbatoir 
Commission made public their report 
tonight. It is a voluminous affair, 
but the chief points are that the , 
P.R. does pot wish to discontinue its 
present stock yards in Winnipeg, but 
will become a party to the public 
abbatoir in 8t. Boniface, there being 
no plece in Winnipeg accessible to 
all Fallwaye, 

‘ne putihe market and abbatoir 
shall be under the control of a board 
composed of five members appointed 
by the (Manitoba government, two by 
the C.P.R., one by the C.N.R., and 
one by the G.T.P, The liabilities have 
to be apportioned in the same way. 

The Principal Provisos. 

The principal provisos are that 41 
charges and rates for yardage, caring 
for, feeding, resting marketing, and 
handling, shall be subject to the ap- 
proval of Lieutenant Governor in 
Couneil. ‘That there shall be bo 
switching charges by any of the rail- 
way companies to the public abbatoir 
or market, and that no one of railway 
companies shall have a majority con 
trol in the management of the public 
market, and that no person, company, 
firm or corporation shall receive or be 
given any preference or advantage in 
tolls, rates or charges, or in any re- 
spect whatever. That all animals,upon 
being unloaded at the said public mar- 
ket shall be yarded, fed and watered, 
before being weighed. 

Must Be Fed Before Being Weighed 

The commission are strongly of the 
opinion hat provision snoutd re 
made to carry into effect this recom- 
mendation, in order to avoid com- 
plaints of the shippe: and the pro 
ducer against the present méthods :n

German-Anglo 
Shattered. 


Kaiser's Dream of 
Saxon Entente 


Berlin, June 23.—A short time ago 
the world was startled by the pub- 
lication of a conversation between the 
Kaiser and Foreign Minister Pichon 
of France, in which the former voiced 
his hope of a European confederation 
for the maintenance of peace. 

Two or three days later an irrev- 
erent cartoon appeared in the Munich 
Jugen. in which the shade of King 
Edward was represented as inquiring 
of the keeper of the keys of Para- 
dise, “Is there anyone here, St. Peter, 
who will join the anti-German lea- 
gue?” Such is Germany's comment 
on Wilhelm's general idea. For Ger- 
many, the people of the Fatherland 
hold, there may be peace, but it can 
only be maintained by an overwhelm- 
ing land and sea force under Ger- 
man colors, 

A series of conversations with Theo- 
dore Roosevelt are said to have been 
responsible for the Kaiser's conversion 
to the belief that the world's only 


hepe of continued peace is a German- |. 


Anglo Saxon entente. 

Closely following these conversa- 
tions Wilhelm went to England to at- 
tend King Edward's funeral. The 
tactfulness of his utterances concern- 
ing the dead monarch, his chivalrous 
behaviour toward the widowed Queen 
Alexandra and the friendliness of his 
attitude toward King George impress- 
ed England favorably and he was gen- 
erally treated with much considera- 
tion, This put him into an exceed- 
ingly good humor and sealed his con- 
viction that an Anglo-German alli- 
ance was not only desirable but ne- 
cessary. 

While he was stili turning the sub- 
ject. over in his mind he met M. 
Pinchon, took a liking to him and 
made up his mind that it would be a 
good plan to include France in the 
alliance. . 

Returning to Germany, full of these 
plans, he began urging them, in his 
usual impulsive fashion, upon all his 
friends. Before long everyone knew 
what he had in view. Then came the 
cold shower. 

For the first time in his life his 
majesty discovered that the relation, 
ships between nations, in the present 
age of commercialism and undiluted 
realism depend very little upon per- 
sonal relations between rulers but up- 
on issues of self-interest to the great 
masses of the people. 

It was also made plain to him that 
any serious plan he might have for 
uniting Europe, on a partial disarma- 
ment basis, would be flatly opposed 
by his country—not because Germans 
are beilicose or aggressive ,but be- 
cause they are firmly convinced that 
the empire's prodigious armament has 
a real justification. 

Furthermore the kaiser discovered 
that Germany was exasperated to the 
last degree by his suggestion and that 
he was popularly considered to have 
committed another of his monumen- 
tal blundérs, 


JAPANESE COLONIAL BOARD. 


To Supervise the Affairs of Colonies 
of the Kingdom, 

Tokio, June 22.-—-The establishment 
of a colonial board was gazetted to- 
day. Marquis Katsura, premier and 
minister of finance, is president, and 
Baron Goto, minister of communica- 
tions, is vice-president. The board is 
to supervise all the sfairs of Korea, 
Formosa and Japnn w B “alien, and

mercial Unity of Empire. 


London, June 22.—Commenting on 
recent agreements of cofmmercial re- 
ciprocity between Canada and foreign 
countries, ineluding the United States, 
the Morning Poét piends for commer- 
cial unity of the British Empire. 

“The Canadian negotiations, In 
form,” it sa “represented the fur- 
thest development of colonial inde- 
pendence tenehed by the Canadian 
government, having in the case of the 
United States carried on negotiations 
almost as if it were the central gov- 
ernment and the Empire were non- 
existent. 


“Thete is no link in the proceed- 
ings between the fiscal system of 
Canada and that of this country such 
as might render one in any way de- 
pendent on the other. 1f this coun- 
try had been in a position to back 
Canada against the United States 
when the Americans raised the big 
stick of their penal tariff, the Cana- 
dian government would have had 
some reason to enlist the practical 
co-operation of the British ambassa- 
dor at Washington, but no common 
interest, in fact, existed, apart from 
that of mere sentiment, and there 
was no practical reason why the Can- 
adian government should give any 
thought of Downing street at all. 

“It is tfue that if the government 
of the United States were afterwards 
to refuse to carry out the contract, 
the Dominion government would have 
to loo.. to the United Kingdom, which 
controls practically all the fighting 
power of the empire, for ultimate 
means of enforcing Canadian rights, 
but that contingency is so remote 
that in practice it is never thought 
of.”
